There is enough relevant information given to warrant a merit grade. The destination 
is described along with the benefits of the trip. For Excellence more detailed evidence 
would be required. 


Most information is correct — note Juan is not one of the top 100 chefs in Spain — and 
the conclusion in part (c) 1s correct — that the link is with not eating enough bread 
rather than the reverse idea that we eat too many sweets. 


A clear understanding of the passage is demonstrated and enough evidence is used 
to support responses, e.g. in (c) she is thinking about how to improve even after 
winning a medal.

Annotation 


There is enough relevant information given to warrant a merit grade. The destination 
is described — many candidates stated what students could do in (a) rather than 
describing the rural house in the mountains. For Excellence more relevant information 
would be required from the passage. 


Relevant, correct information is articulated in a clear manner. The link between the 
sandwich-eating tradition in Valencia and good health is made. 


An understanding of the passage is demonstrated but more detailed evidence would 
need to be used to support responses articulately, e.g. in (c) there is contradiction 
based on misunderstanding of some details in the passage: *anything she got would 
be great".
